Well sorta. In an unclassified comment. The airburst (fireball does not 
contact the ground) is intended to minimize contamination. The desired 
effect is primarily (1) FIRE (2) BLAST (3) RADIATION. The shock wave 
moving ahead of the pressure wave created by the "rapidly" expanding 
fireball tends to knock things down. If there are multiple warheads, 


where the shock waves combine you get a Y mach stem and greatly increased 
peak over pressure, that really tends to knock things down. 


The contamination in the WWII blasts was likely a combination of the 
debris from the fire rising through the radioactive debris from the 
weapons, and the debris from the crude weapon design, and some neutron 
activation of material close enough to the fireball. But I'm not sure 
contamination levels were that high. The nuclear effects for those 
directly involved with the explosion were not "contamination". Any 
rainfall through the radioactive material would certainly be 


"contamination." "contamination" is the direct deposit of radioactive 
material. "radiation" is the direct nuclear effect: neutron, gamma, beta 
and alpha. 


The WWII weapons were airburst to increase the radius of damage. The 
targets were soft, so maximum damage would be due to fire and blast. If 
the target was HARD, missile silo, bunker to house something, a surface 
burst would have been more effective. 


Does the B in BA mean Bomb? I'm not sure this is related to my Collins 
collection. But I though the post deserved an answer.

There has been mention of using the type 387 in place of the 327 bulb, 
with the claim that the life for the 387 is 25k hours. I find in numerous 
lamp anufacturer catalogs that I have on hand, the following 
specifications: 


(all are 28 volt, T-1 3/4 midget flanged base lamps) 

Lamp amps hours MSCd 

327 .04 4k .34 

327LSV .06 25k .34 

387 .04 7k .30 

(MSCd = light ouput in Mean Spherical Candelas) 

I think the important thing to note is that "there's no free lunch", or 


specifically, if you want a longer life bulb, you get less light, or you 
have a filament that is much heftier, and draws more current (327LSV). 


Another thing that I have found after designing these lamps into products 
for the last 17 years, is that there is not a lot of standardization 
within the industry on type designations, particularly with regard to 
new/special types. Sure, the ones on the MS drawing are all pretty 
standardized (MS24515), but other type numbers will often be unique to a 
particular manufacturer. I've also seen specifications vary from one 
manufacturer to the next for the same type number. And if you talk to 
them about it, they will all tell you that they use a "better" method of 
testing than the other guys.

Folks, 

Last weekend I was privileged to re-acquire my old novice transmitter, a 
Heathkit Apache, from another list member. (Thanks, Tom!) It's been great fun 
to play with that rig after more than 10 years. The previous owner had taken 
good care of the rig so getting it operational has been easy. 


However, something happened in the VFO and now I'm puzzled. When I first 
brought it home and powered it up, the VFO tracked relatively well. The VFO 
output was a little squirelly due to the typical dirty switch contacts. After 
spraying a little DeOxit on the contacts and making sure contact was good, I 
turned on the rig and now the VFO has jumped about 250 KHz up in frequency - on 
all bands no less. I can re-align the end points on the VFO, but the linearity 
is gone. For example, a 3825 signal shows up at 3875 on the dial markings. 
And, what once was a relatively stable VFO on 80 meters (160 signal times two) 
now drifts continuously upward at a rate of 2 KHz per hour - clearly 
unacceptable. 


A visual inspection inside the VFO reveals nothing obvious. I tried other 6AU6 
tubes with no change either. Another problem has cropped up in that the rig is 
very sensitive to any movement. Just touch the case of the whole transmitter 
and you can hear the tone in a receiver (on another table, mind you) go 
"boing!". What I suspect is a capacitor has opened up and needs to be 
replaced. The only capacitor common to all three bands this VFO operates on is 
a 75 pf mica. 


So now I am contemplating replacing the mica caps in that VFO. Are small value 
mica caps still available anywhere? How about ones with various temperature 
coefficients? Does anyone have experience trying to tame an Apache with drift 
problems? 


Any help greatly appreciated.

I bought a set of connectors from "ROBERT W DOWNS, WA5CAB" 

<103012 .2130@CompuServe.COM>. Last I heard he still had some. They are brand 
new, and expensive - but for me at least it was a last resort - I had no 
luck finding used ones. I bought the connectors to interconnect the dyno and 
the ART-13, dyno to power supply, and ART-13 to control head - which is 
optional.. 


> Also, can anyone recommend a design for a power supply to run 
>an ART-13 from 110 VAC? I'd be happy to pay for copying and postage to 
>obtain a schematic. 


This is a problem, mostly because altho the dynamotor, filament string and 
autotune motor draws about 35 amps, on startup the dyno can draw upwards of 
200 amps - for a very short time, but enough to shut down most current 
limited solid state supplies. 


You can use batteries, but you'll need deep discharge marine or golf cart 
types, and you won't get much on-air time per charge. You can use batteries 
to provide the startup surge, but that is tricky. 


I built a supply based on an idea that Robert Downs gave me. It is a number 
of 24vdc computer supplies that I got surplus for cheap, linked together 
with diodes to protect them from each other and from the back emf that would 
result if the AC was lost while the dyno was spinning. The startup surge is 
supplied by a rather large (!!) capacitor bank. I bought a bunch of really 
cheap hi-mfd computer caps. The circuitry is simple. I can provide you with 
the info if you decide to go this route, and I'll fill you in on some of the 
startling events surrounding getting this to work, and the problems 
remaining and what I think will solve them. 


A recent thread on this list kind of dumped all over this approach, but I've 
had no problems with it. The supplies are Lambda and each supplies about 12 
amps max. The ART-13 meter shows the voltage within the acceptable range, so 
the 24vdce is fine. 


Anyway, at the end of the day my ART-13 runs very well on its dyno, and the 
shack sounds great when this thing comes up to speed! I haven't used it on 
AM yet, but I can imagine the comments about jet engines in the background! 


PS I can supply dyno parts, including the two chassis connectors. If you 
decide you want to be able to run the rig on either the dyno or a 
conventional HVDC supply, you might need the extra connectors. It would be 
nice to only have to have one set of cables which could be connected either 
to the HVDC supply or to the dyno. 


Let me know if I can provide further info.

1) Protection of the knobs/meters/switches. For this you need at least a

of styrofoam or high density polyurethane foam. (The inside of old cheap

2) Protection of the tubes. This is easier. Just pull them out - or you 
can fill the body 
cavity of te radio with foam eyeballs, but that's messy. 


3) Protection of the exterior surfaces from abrasion and corner drop hits. 


This can be accomplished by layering cardboard on the inside of the 
shipping box, using 

thick corrogated cardboard, or foam-core. Build up the walls of the box to 
about 1/2" for 

objects over 50 lbs.

I came home from a trip to find that George, KC5WBV had sent me a very nice 
DX-60B manual. TNX OM! 


With the help of the manual, I was immediately able to see the extent of the 
trouble facing me: The rig is very clean, but it was obviously owned by a 
mod enthusiast! In earlier postings I described the mods to the keying 
circuit (looked like the rig had been prepared for RTTY service). Now I was 
able to see that significant changes were made (or attempted) on the driver 
tank circuit. 


The original driver tank circuit is very simple: One coil, five taps anda 
band switch that shorted our portions of the coil. 


The modification involved replacing the original bandswitch wafer with three 
new wafers. 
A bunch of coils and chokes are dangling from the new switches. 


I'm wondering what the objective of this mod was. It looks to me like it 
came as some form of a kit (you can't just throw any old wafer switches in 
there for a junk box mod). Maybe this was some sort of WARC band scheme? 
Any ideas on what this was all about? 


I don't think I'll have too much trouble getting this thing to run. If 
someone out there could take a look at this coil and send me some info 
(number of turns, coil form dimensions, wire size), I can put one together. 
The absence of the original bandswitch wafer might force me to make this rig 
a mono-bander (at least for the time being). 


BTW: I know that many will disagree with this, but I kind of like 
"un-moding" a hamfest 

acquired BA. Its fun to figure out what the previous owner was up to, and 
undoing the mods provides the opportunity to melt some some solder inside 
the new piece of gear.

I would like to thank you all for the reponses I received about 
the B&W 5100-B I aquired recently. I have spent about 10 hours 
in soapy water and in the kitchen sink cleaning this up. 
My YL gave me a hint some may not know about so I thought I would 
pass it along. She had some #0000 (that's 4 zeros) steel wool and said 
to try it on the front panel. It was grimey and I was thinking about 
a repaint on it. It had the usual rust stains and small scratches as well 
as 30+ years of dirt. Anyway, I tested this steel wool in a small place first 
and found out it works great! I used Windex and the steel wool all over the 
front panel. It doesn't scratch at all! (this was gray paint, it may affect 
a dark color differently, test first!) I was able to remove stains and dirt 
I could not get off before. The trick here is to do it lightly over the 
lettering and decals too. It went from a 6 to an 8+. I have decided not to 
paint it now, it looks much better.

Ahoy! I need a glass dial for a Hallicrafters S-59 AM-FM radio. 


According to Dachis, in 1948, Hallicrafters sold a series of AM-FM 
broadcast band radios, the S-55, S-56, S-58, and S-59. I must have 


been about two years old when my parents bought an S-59, which (like 
the S-56) was sold without a cabinet so that the owner could make his 
own. My father did just that and it was the great household radio 
that I grew up with. Paired with a 12 inch woofer-tweeter speaker, 
its push-pull 6K6's sounded like a million bucks. 


In 1974, when I was stationed in Monterey CA, my parents retired the 
big knotty pine cabinet and sent me the S-59 and speaker by parcel 
post. The speaker made it intact, but the box containing the radio 
arrived with a big gaping hole in it and leaking shards of glass and 
bits of shiny metal. When I opened it, I found that the sturdy steel 
chassis had a huge dent in it, as if someone had used a steel rod like 
a harpoon and driven it with great force through the box and into the 
radio. Tubes were smashed, of course, but what couldn't be replaced 
was the classic wide slide rule glass dial. It had green numerals 
denoting the AM and FM broadcast frequencies and in white, the name 
Hallicrafters across the middle. 


I actually had to use a ball peen hammer to straighten out the 
chassis. Later I fabricated a dial out of painted aluminum, rub-on 
numerals, and printed circuit etching tape that doesn't look too bad. 
My father and I made a smaller box for this BA out of pretty wood and 
now I use it for both AM and FM listening in my workshop. How great 
it would be if I could find a replacement glass dial for it. 


The dials for the S-55 and S-56 are different from those of the S-58 
and S-59, but I would be overjoyed to have any of them. Please e-mail 
me at hikrbikr@erols.com if you have one I might buy or know where I 
might get one.

Jim, you probably talked to a small substation of UPS. The larger 
stations of UPS do a foam packing of stuff....I've heard it referred 
to as Versapak but there may be another name. Not all UPS drop off 
points do this...only the larger ones. It cost me about $22 to have 
a 75A4 receiver packed in their largest size box. I thought this was 
well worth the money since there could be no arguements about packing 
if there was damage in shipment. I don't know how big an RAO is, but 
it may be stretching the limit of the largest box that UPS packs into. 
BTW, this info is as of the last time I used the service which was 
more than 3 months ago...maybe they have discontinued this service.

Before you go out and buy the 327 lamps, be advised that the 327 (28 VDC 
lamp) was replaced long ago by the 387 lamp even though the 327 is still 
made. The current and voltage are the same. The reason for the change 
is that the 327 only lasted an average of 7K hours and the 387 lasts 25K 
hours and is even cheaper than the 327. 

This from the latest Mouser catalog dated Jan 97. The part number 
is 353-0387 and costs .65 ea whereas the 327 is .86 ea. 

We used thousands of these on the older submarines, in the 
navigation computers and peripheral equipment. I can remember spending 
much of a 6 hour watch changing bulbs before we switched from the 327 to 
the 387 lamps.

I got my maintenance manual (a photocopy) from them. 


One warning about calibrating the beast: The calibration instructions 
in the manual assume that you're using a meter with a fairly low 
impedance (aroung 1500 ohms per volt, if I remember correctly). The 
impedance of the meter greatly affects the readings that you make 
during calibration. If you use one of those new-fangled VTVMs, with a 
very high input impedance, then the calibration procedures won't work 
correctly unless you place resistors in parallel with the VTVM, to 
simulate the loading of the meter specified in the manual. It took me 
forever to figure that out, because there was only one obscure 
reference to the meter's impedance in the manual, and it just didn't 
"click" for a while. Plus, I was using a digital meter. Serves me 
right. :-)
